Smoke was discovered isming from J. 


W. Baker's boot and shoe store iu Powers' 
Block soon after 12 o'clock lust ni^ht, and 
the alarm of fire was soon sounded, call- 
ing out the volunteer fire department. 
When the men arrived the long room was 
completely filled with smoke, and it was 
impossible for some minutes for the fire- 
men to enter for fear of suffocation. 
The 


hose companies threw in water liberally 
and finally squelched the fire which start- 
ed near the stove and found fuel among 
boxes, papers and fine shoes. About 82,- 
600 worth of shoes were burned, and the 
water damaged the remainder of the 
stock to the extent of 82,000 or $2,500, 
making a total loss of about $5,000. 


The cause of the fire is attributed to 


she falling of the rather long and crooked 
stove pipe. There was a fire in the stove, 
and the sparks fulling among papers 
either came ont ul the pipe as it broke 
nnd fell or from the open flue, 


The stock was insured with Smiok & 


Carter for $3,000.

TUB APTBBIfOON MBBTIHG. 


The arrival and reception of General < 


Logan at 9 a. m, was noted fully iu these 
columns last evening. At 2 o'clock (be 
General was escorted from Mr. James 
Millikin's residence to the decorated 
stand in the park by bands ot music, the 
Eeoort Club and visiting companies. All 
along the route and at the park the Gen- 
eral was vigorously cheered by the enthu- 
siastic crowd, and so dense was the crowd 
and so eager the old soldiers to grasp the 
Black Eagle by the hand, that it was dif- 
ficult for the distinguished speaker to 
leave the carriage and ascend the steps 
leading to the stand. The ovation was 
general and oheer upon cheer rent the air- 
The stand was crowded with members of 
the reception committee, and for a few 
moments the General was kept busy 
shaking hands with those who pressed 
forward. 


The exercises were opened with singing 


by the Tnseola Glee Club. Their selec- 
tions were: "United We Stand," "Old 
Shady,'1 "Bye, 
Cleveland, Bye," and 


"There'll be no Cleveland There." The 
songs won shouts of approval and cheers. 


QEN. LOGAN'S SPEECH. 


J. E. Mosser, president of the Blaine 


and Logan Club, called the meeting of 
10,000 up-turned faces to order, and in ap- 
propriate words, presented the speaker, 
Gen. Logan, who spoke for over an hour. 
The General could not speak for several 
momenta because of the warm greeting 
that he received from the old soldiers and 
citizens generally. He was often inter 
r up ted by remarks of approval and 
shouts, "Jack you're right!" "Give it to 
'em -John." By an old soldier: He's 
giving us a regular Champion Hill fight!" 
"Bight he is;" and such expressions. The 
speech was a telling effort from first to 
last and made many votes in Decatur for

Steel springs and the trim- 
mines were got in England. Ohio last year 
sold more carriages than Bngland and Prance 
both in the same time.

A 
watoh like that [Here Gen. Logan held up the 
silver watch made in Illinois, which was pre- 
sented to him last week at Springfield by a 
delegation from the southern part of the 
state.] sold at »25. 'Ibis was bought at Elgin 
and cost 110. (Cheers and laughter.) It oc- 
curred in this way: We put a tariff on watches. 
Men invested in watch factories in ihia coun- 
try. Last year IB millions sold in this country 
and you have the watches in your pockets, 
and the money stayed in your own country. 
(Cheers) They pay to the farmers: You are 
taxed, you are robbed. How much robbery Is 
there in a ten-dollar -watch? (Laughter) You 
look like a ruined crowd. (Laughter) Have 
you ever raised anything you couldn't sell I (A 
voice: "Yes, pork.") What did you get for 
pork In 1867? (Another voice: "S3.") No, you 
didn't 1 I took hogs to market myself, and we 
got *1.25 for 180 Ibs hogs in 1857. You paid 40o 
for calico for a dress tor your wife, and then 
she looked like she had been Bluffed into a 
meal sack. (Great laughter) Under Demo- 
cratic rule you required your hens to lay eggs 
at the rate of three lor ft cent. (Laughter) bo 
with everything.

How about labor? They say labor was high 
in 1881. We had nearly 8,000,000 enlisted us 
soldiers. To-day 3,750,000 are In factories and 
are non-producers. We have 4,000,000,000 in 
this country beside, who are consumers and 
not producers.

And yet you are told you have 
no home market. 
I see a great many of my old comrades here.

you to be patient with me. I have spoken 
much and my voice is considerably weakened, 
but I desire to discuss some of the questions 
of paramount importance to you and to all 
the American people. The history of the two 
great political parties Is well known to you 
all, and, not stopping to recount that history, 
I will call your attention to the Hepubllcan 
platform, to the course of the Republican 
party heretofore, to Its status at the present 
time, and to what it promises hereafter. To 
ascertain what they will do yen must examine 
their past. Examine history for the twenty 
years just past, and for the twenty years pre- 
ceding that. Examining this, the people ought 
to be satisfied with the Bepublican party until 
they flnfl something better. [Applause.] When 
theiBepublloan party started out in 1801 it 
asierted that this country had the powers 
of self-preservation, that all should have the 
same chance in the race of life, and that "lib- 
erty to all mankind" was a decree from Heav- 
en. Legislation should bo such that the peo- 
ple should have an opportunity to obtain 
homes in the west, that we should have a good 
currency, nnd protection to American labor 
and industry. [Applause.] Whether it fans 
been carried out is for tha people to deter- 
mine. That the country could defend itself 
has been determined. (Applause.) They de- 
termined that we all should have equal rights 
before tho law, aad tbat all should be free. 
(Applause.) 
Secondly, the homestead law, 


giving to every head of a family a home after 
cartaln prerequisites have been complied wilh. 
This law was opposed by the Democratic party 
and Mr. Buchanan vetoed the bill and said the 
government did not have tha power to give 
the government lands away as homesteads. 
When the Bepublican party took possession 
your credit was a public disgrace. The gov- 
ernment could not borrow money except at 12 
per cent.

Let 
us go on. It has benefltted and will benefit us. 
This government is baned upon the will of 
the people, ascertained through the ballot box, 
and any man or set of men who will prevent a 
tree ballot are unworthy the confidence of the 
people. [Cheers.] Not seven states In this 
Union could be carried by the Democracy if 
the people were allowed to vote. [Cheers, re- 
peated cheers.] They now try to intimidate 
and shoot men who try to vote. Will yon al- 
low men, by intimidation and fraud, to take 
charge of this government? [Not Noll Tne

83,186.43, Mr. Buckingham charges 10 
per cent. oommisBions on the 83,186.43, 
amounting ;to 8318.60, adda this to his 
fees—83,080.00—making s total of 83,- 
398.60. He takes from this amount of 
83,398.60 the amount of fines and forfeit- 
ures, 83,186.43, and then states: "Balance 
in my favor, 8212.00." This report is 
sworn to as true and correct by Mr. 
Buckingham before E. McClellan, c':erk. 


The statute provides state's attorneys 


shall be allowed "on each conviction 
where the crime is punished by death or 
confinement in the penitentiary, fifteen 
dollars, and fire dollars each on all other 
convictions. Ten per cent, on all moneys 
(except revenue) collected by them and 
paid over to the state p or »ny county, 
which anm, together with the trial feea 
that cannot be" collected from the parties 
convicted, shall be paid out at any fine* 
and forfeited recognizances collected by 
them." 


It will be seen from the statute that 


state's attorneys are only allowed, out of 
flnee and forfeited recognizances collected 
by them, to pay trial fees that cannot be 
collected from the parties convicted. It 
will be seen from the above that Mr 
Buckingham's trial fees amounted to 83,- 
080, all of which he took out of the fines 
and forfeitures collected, and claims "bal- 
ance in my favor, 8212." This might be 
true it at the time of the report none of 
the trial foes, amounting to 83,080, had 
been collected from the parties convicted. 
This report shows that Mr. Buckingham 
was seeking to collect all these trial fees, 
amounting to 83,080, out oJ the 83.1P6.43 
in hia handa.
